Skin Types and Tolerance to Sunlight 

Tolerance to sunlight can roughly be categorized as 
follows: Skin Type I always burns easily, never tans;, skin 
type II usually burns easily,, tans minimally; skin type HI 
burns moderately, tans gradually; skin type IV burns 
minimally, tans readily. People with skin types I and II will 
exceed. their sunburn threshold tolerance in 10 to 20 minutes 
of noontime temperate summer sunlight, while persons with 
skin type IV may not become red even after 45 minutes or 
more. Avoiding exposure to the sun is more effective than 
any sunscreen in preventing sunburn. 
Some Common Myths 

Neither true sunscreens or "suntah lotions" promote tan- 
ning. Sunscreens protect against sunburn; mineral oils, 
emollients, and baby oils lubricate and even change the op- 
tical properties of the skin, but do not protect from sunburn 
or promote suntan. Agents such as Coppertone QT contain a

Senator Karl Bernlng (R- 
Deerfield), has proposed 
legislation increasing the 
time in which Illinois 
inheritance taxes/ can be 
paid, a measure designed to 
prevent heirs from haying to 
Sell family farms and 
businesses in order to pay 
the taxes. ■""' : -< 

' The proposal, embodied in 
an amendment to House Bill 
530, would allow Illinois 

''inheritance taxes to be paid 
in ten equal annual in- 
stallments, as is currently, 
allowed for federal estate 
taxes. 



Payment could be 
deferred for the. first five 
years,, thus giving a total of 
15 years in which to pay the 
taxes. 

' ."Too often, the survivors, 
of farmers or small family 
businessmen are forced to 
sell their farms and 



.businesses to pay inheritan- 
ce taxes. They have no liquid 
assets because their worth is 
tied up in the business . 

"My amendment would 
allow these survivors time to 
pay the taxes without having „ 
to part with their income 
source. A change like this is 
long overdue. The intent of 
the law was never to unduly 
penalize people. If taxes 
must be imposed, they must 
be able to be collected, 
reasonably," Berning said. 

Both the state treasurer 
and attorney general sup- 
port the proposal. House Bill 
530 is now at the amendment 
stage in the state Senate.
